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scientific  knowledge,  policies,  or  practices. 


Lawnmaking  in  the  Autumn 


Lawns  endure  each  year  two  periods  of  trial,  mid-summer  and  mid-winter,  during  which  they  are  likely 
to  suffer  severe  damage.  In  compensation  they  enjoy  two  seasons  of  excellent  weather — excellent,  that  is,  for 
grass.  These  are  the  autumn,  and  the  spring. 

The  mid-summer  ordeal  of  hot  and  dry  weather  is  complicated  by  the  strain  of  seed  forming.  At  the 
time  decreed  by  nature,  grass  “goes  to  seed,”  whether  the  plants  be  young  or  old.  This  takes  strength  and 
stops  growth.  It  is  particularly  trying  on  young  plants  from  spring-sown  seed,  which  have  had  little  time  to 
become  stocky  and  sturdy.  It  makes  them  spindly  and  weak,  poorly  prepared  to  resist  the  strain  of  the  sum- 
mer’s drouth.  FALL  IS  THE  TIME  TO  SOW  GRASS . 

In  the  autumn  there  is  no  seeding,  no  drouth,  no  excessive  heat.  Seed  sown  in  the  fall  germinates  in  time 
for  a long  stretch  of  favorable  weather  in  which  to  become  established  before  winter  sets  in.  The  winter 
ordeal  is  not  so  severe  as  the  summer;  and  after  it  comes  a long,  cool  spring,  for  further  growth  before  mid- 
summer and  seeding  time  arrive.  Fall,  therefore,  is  the  best  time  to  sow  grass,  so  much  so  that  experts  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  advise  never  to  sow  in  the  spring,  when  it  is  possible  to  sow  in  the  autumn. 

THE  VALUE  OF  TESTED  SEED. 

Our  lawn  mixtures  are  cleaned  and  re-cleaned.  Then  our  seeds  are  tested  for  germination  to  insure  that 
they  have  in  them  the  power  to  grow.  Our  blends  are  composed  of  several  grasses,  each  of  which  has  a pur- 
pose; some  to  make  a quick  show,  some  to  make  a quick  turf  the  first  summer,  a little  clover  to  help  enrich  the 
soil  and  fill  in  bare  spots  and  always  English  Rye  Grass  of  the  finest  quality  to  take  hold  in  its  own  way,  to 
spread  and  finally  to  dominate  in  the  permanent  turf. 

Pure  seed  such  as  we  sell  goes  twice  as  far  as  the  adulterated  mixtures  generally  obtainable  at  bargain 
prices;  and  our  seed  should  be  mixed  with  sand  when  sown  to  help  scatter  it. 

See  that  the  seed  is  well  covered.  Rake  it  into  a new  seed  bed  and  roll  so  that  the  soil  is  firmed  over  the 
seed.  Where  seed  is  sown  on  an  old  lawn  always  cover  it  with  a top  dressing  of  sand  or  soil  and  fertilizer. 
Seed  thrown  on  the  top  of  hard  ground  has  no  chance  to  grow  and  will  merely  wash  off. 

Lawns  sown  in  the  fall  generally  need  a light  protection  for  the  winter — a top  dressing  or  light  mulch, 
or  a covering  of  straw. 

Quantity  to  Use.  On  new  lawns  use  1 quart  of  seed  for  300  square  feet.  To  replenish  lawns  where  turf 
is  thin  use  half  quantity.
